at Davie Airport, Davie, Fla,, where newsmen were waiting. 
Two airplanes were rented from Howe Aviation, Tamiami 
Airport, Miami, Planes were flown to Davie Airport where 

a group was to make parachute jump. Subject was in 
attendance with 3 or 4 of hia men from his organization 
known as International Anti-Comnunist Brigade. Neither 
subject nor his men participated in parachute jumps, but 
were interviewed by press representatives. "Miami Herald" 
article 7/3/61 gaid International Brigade had billed 
exercise as a mass-drop by some 70 parachutists of one 

of its member groups, the Intercontinental Panetration 
Forces (INTERPEN). During press interview, subject. claimed 
that his organization had 5,000 members of which 700 were in 
active training to cowbar Communism. Source said nawspaper 
article had. greatly exaggerated truth and that subject 

had no more than 10 individuals in his organization at 

that time and INTERPEN had a maximum of 20 members.
